Washington, Sept. 19.— (AP) — 


The White House said today Presi- 
dent Truman made "no deal" with 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
in return for Wallace's decision to 
keep quiet for the _ duration of the 
Paris peace conference. 


Reporters asked Charles G. Ross 


the president's press 
secretary 


about some news stories that men- 
tioned a "deal" and a "this for 
that" arrangement. 


"That is absolutely untrue," Ross 


declared. 
"There was no deal or 


anything resembling1 a deal and ] 
can say that from first hanc 
knowledge." 


Claim There Is No Deal 


Ross was present during the lat- 


ter part of a two and a half hour 
conference yesterday between Mr. 
Truman and the commerce secre- 
tary, which ended ,\vith Wallace 
still a cabinet member. 
It was 


at 
this meeting that 
Wallace 


agreed to make no more speeches 
or public statements 
until the 


Paris conference ends. 


In response to questions. Ross 


said he was unable to say what 
led to Wallace's decision. He said 
the secretary was the proper per- 
son to discuss that. 


One report said that the "some- 


thing in return" Wallace was sup- 
posed to have extracted from the 
chief executive was 
an 
implied 


promise to promote some changes 
Wallace advocates in foreign pol- 
icy. 


But Ross repeated twice that 


there was absolutely nothing to 
any report of a deal between the 
president and his cabinet member. 


Ross disclosed that Mr. Truman 


had tried to call Secretary of State 
Byrnes in Paris by telephone this 
morning but "atmospheric disturb- 
ances" prevented. 
They probably 


will be in communication later in 
the day by telephone or teletype, 
he added. 


So far as is known here, Mr. 


Truman has not been In direct 
touch -with Byi'ne's since~Vallace's 
implied criticism of this country's 
policy toward Russia- voiced in a 
speech last week. However, the 
president has conferred frequently 
with Undersecretary of State Will 
Clayton, and in fact scheduled a 
conference with him this noon. 


The president plans to hold his 


weekly news conference at 10:30

The 


youth had previously signed a con- 
fession. He was caught in a Cas- 
tle Rock tavern shortly after tak- 
ing the car. 


Appearing

counsel, Storbeck took the stand 
and told the court that his mother 
came to this country when he was 
2, leaving him with his grand- 
mother. She returned to Germany 
and brought him here from the 
family near Berlin when he was 
11. He said he knew nothing of 
lis father.

More or less cryptic hints of ter- 
rifying- new weapons of death 
ranie from three directions to- 
day. 


One was tucked sway in Secre- 


tary of Comerce Wallace's contro- 
versial foreign policy letter to 
President Truman—a passing but 
significant reference to radioac- 
tive poison gas. 


Another was contained in a ra- 


dio address by editor-scientist Dr. 
Gerald Wendt. who spoke of a 
"super-deadly" poison so potent 
a single ounce rould kill every 
person m the United States and 
Canada. 


Beyond Anything Else 


Finally. Maj. Gen. Alden H. 


Waitt, chief of the Army's Chemi- 
cal Corps, frankly acknowledged 
that his experts have worked with 
toxic agents that have "power 
far. very far beyond anything we 
had known in previous chemical 
warfare research." 


Waitt's remark to a reporter 


was a guarded commentary on the 
address at Schenectady, N. Y., last 
night by Wendt, editorial director 
of the magazine Science Illustrat- 
ed. 


Wendt said the poison was an 


innocent-looking crystalline toxin 
that had been developed by the 


Chemical Corps. 


Waitt said he did not know the 


specific poison the speaker was 
referring- to. so he declined to spec- 
ulate how it mig-ht be spread. 


Rivals Atomic Bomb 


The General was emphatic, how- 


ever, in expressing belief that the 
potentialities of poison or biologi- 
cal warfare "nvals the atomic 
bomb in importance to national 
defense." 


Discussing the tactical use of 


such a weapon, he asserted that 
it "has a flexibility the atom does 
not have — it can be directed 
against individuals." 


The Chemical Warfare Service 


said he preferred to 


avoid discussion of Wallace's ref- 
erence lo radioactive poison gases. 


Mentioning "a world of atomic 


bombs and other revolutionary 
weapons, 
such 
as radio-active 


poison pases and biological war- 
fare," the 3600-word letter made 
no other allusion to the sub- 
ject. 


However, the fact that Wallace 


wrote of "other" weapons than the 
atomic bomb suggested that he 
was referring to something besides 
the now well-known by-product of 
the bomb explosion itself. There 


no amplification.

Churchill Backs 


United States of 


Europe in Zurich 


Zurich, Switzerland, Sept. 19.— 


(AP)—Winston Churchill called 
today for an end to retribution" 
for Germany once she is stripped 
of the power to make war, and for 
French and German partnership in 
some kind of United States of 
Europe." 


.The British war-time prime min- 


ister's speech at the University of 
Zurich was the second within two 
weeks to cheer the Germans. Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes at Stutt- 
gart Sept. 6 advocated speedy es- 
tablishment of a democratic pro- 
visional government for Germany 
and gave notice that Germany's 
eastern borders had not been final- 
ly determined. 


Churchill madp no reference, 


however, to the American foreign 
policy controversy arising from 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace's 
recent speech and letter to Presi- 
dent Truman on Russia. 


After citing Germany's crimes, 


Churchill said: 


The guilty roust be punished. 


Germany must be deprived of the 
power to re-arm and make anoth- 
er war. But when all this has been 
done as it will be done, as it is be- 
ing done- then there must be an 
end to retribution." 


Declaring in an address at the 


university of Zurich that we dwell 
strangely and precariously under 
the shield and protection of., the 
atomic bomb," Britain's war-time 
prime minister said Europe need- 
ed a regional organization" within 
the United Nations. 


"France and Germany must take 


the lead together." he said. "Great 
Britain, the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, mighty America, and, 
I trust, Soviet Russia—for then, 
indeed, all would be well—must De 
the friends and sponsors of the 
new Europe and must champion 
its right to live and shine." 


Speaking of the urgency of find- 


ing a solution of the world's prob- 
lems, he said "the atom bomb IB 
still only in the hands of a state 
or nation which we know will nev- 
er use it except in the cause of 
right and freedom, but it may well 
be that in a few years this, awful 
agency of destruction will be wide- 
spread and the catastrophe follow- 
ing its use by several warring- na- 
tions will not only bring to an end 
ail that we call civilization, but 
may 
possibly 
disintegrate 
the 


world itself." 


"There is no reason why a re- 


gional 
organization 
of Europe 


would in any way conflict with 
the 
United 
Nations," 
Britain's 


wartime premier declared. 


'•There must be a spiritually 


great France and spiritually great 
Germany," he continued, "because 
a United States of Europe would, 
make the material strength of in- 
dividual nations less important." 


Vets Are Pushing -

Veterans flocking back to the 


campuses of Illinois colleges have 
pushed enrollment to record highs 
almost without exception and have 
posed some difficult housing prob- 
ems. a survey showed today. 


Most colleges report that from 


half to two-thirds of the enroll- 
ment is veterans. 


While some schools have manag- 
d to solve their housing problems 
—temporarily at least—many oth- 
rs have been forced to turn stu- 
ents back to their homes. Rejec- 
ions run as high as 600 to 800 in 
ome colleges. 


Army barracks and temporary 
overnment housing, appeals to 
ownspeople. conversions of gym- 
asiums and other buildings, and 
erection 
of additional 
facilities 


have aided in easing the housing 
situation on many campuses. More 
residents have turned over a por- 
tion of their homes to students 
than ever before. Some even have 
remodeled attics or made quarters 
available over their garages. 


Illinois' Task Biggest 


The huge University of Illinois 


faces the biggest problem and has 
been battling it for months. It ap- 
peared that about 24,000 students 
—a record—probably would be ac- 
comodated at Champaign-Urbana, 
the Navy Pier at Chicago, the for- 
mer Mayo general 
hospital at 


Galesburg, junior colleges and high 
schools of the state which will 
teach freshmen.

away when the registration if 
completed. The University also is 
seeking extra funds, with official* 
estimating' that about 11,250,000 in 
additional money from tax fund* 
will be necessary for the 1948-4?

(AP)—State election department 
officials and legal experts who 
have puzzled over constitutional 
provisions governing the Nov. 5. 
referendum on the Illinois soldier 
bonus 
plan came up yesterday 


with an unofficial answer. 


To become operative, the bonus 


proposition requires 
under 
the 


constitution a "majority 
of 
all 


votes cast for members of the 
General Assembly" in the state- 
wide November election. 


The uncertainty arose over how 


to count the legislative 
ballots 


and how to arrive at what con- 
stitutes a majority vote. 


Reach a Solution 


Most of the state officials con- 


cerned with the 
problem 
nave 


agreed on this interpretation: 


The number of votes cast for 


house members in the 51 legisla- 
tive districts should be totaled in 
each county and then divided by 
three to determine the highest 
number of legislative ballots. The 
division is necessary because each 
voter is entitled to three votes 
for house members and only one 
on the bonus. 


However, in counties where the \ 


vote for state senator is greater 
than the number of ballots marked 
for representatives, 
the 
senate 


total should be 
considered 
the 


highest legislative vote. Twenty- 
seven senators will be elected. 


Must Certify Results 


If the 5385,000,000 bonus plan 


thus obtains more than half the 
highest legislative vote total in 
the entire state, these state offi- 
cials say, it will be adopted and 
World War II veterans will re- 
ceive bonuses averaging $400. 


The outcome of the referendum 


won't be known officially until 
the state canvassing board certi- 
fies the results a week or so after 
the election. 


The 
constitutional 
provision 


specifying 
a majority of legis- 


lative votes applies to the cre- 
ation of certain debts. The World 
War I state bonus and a 1918 
road bond issue were approved 
under this provision. 


A separate provision governing 


proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution calls for a majority of 
all votes cast at 
the 
election. 


This requirement will apply to the 
Gateway 
constitutional 
amend- 


ment which also will be voted on 
in November.

Reaction to Speech and 


Letter Varies Among 


Different Groups

Washington. Sept. 19—(AP) — 


The tempest over Henry Wallace 
may quiet down now—for a while, 
at least- since he's agreed tem- 
T>"rati!v not to make any niore 
speeches. 


For a whole week there's been 


international excitement over Wal- 
lace made public Tuesday night. 


In the speech and the letter 


Wallace urged a 
softer 
United 


States attitude 
toward 
Russia 


And he suggested ways in which 
he thought the two nations might 
better work together for peace. 


Disagrees On Policy 


In both he was critical of our 


foreign policy, a policy laid down 
by President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes. 


But mar.v people may have been 


diverted from a critical analyses 
of Wallace's ideas by the extra- 
ordinary timimstani.es surround- 
ing' the delivery of thf 
speech 


and the release of the letter. 


Piesident Truman had said he 


approved the whole speech. 
He 


changed this later and said he 
merely had meant to say he ap- 
proved Wallace's right to make a 
speech. 


But he did not make this cor- 


rection nnt:l two days after the 
speech was delivered 
During that 


time the nation wondered whether 


his endorsement of 
the 
whole 


speech meant a change in our for- 
eign policy. 


As to the letter: 


Rel«M«d by .Mistake 


Wallace wrote it to Mr. Truman 


July 23 and his office released it 
publicly Tuesday night, explaining 
it -was doing so only because a 
columnist had obtained a copy of 
it. 
Wallace's office, before re- 


leasing it, got approval from Mr. 
Truman's press secretary, Charles 
G. Ross. Later, when Ross checked 
with the president, Mr. Truman 
wouldn't approve. 
Too late, the 


letter had been released. 


This tremendous White House 


mix-up on a subject so important 
and delicate as our foreign rela- 
tions kept Washington and the na- 
tion steamed up. 


Reaction Io Varied 


Generally, the reaction to this 


whole occurrence seemed to be di- 
vided among three classes: 


1. 
Those who dislike Wallace 


and hence found in all this a rea- 
son for disliking and criticizing 
him even more. 


2. Those who have consistently 


followed Wallace upon what he 
said as an expression of their own 
views. 


3. 
Those who—although they 


had followed or sympathized with 
Wallace until now—became criti- 
cal of his thinking when they ana- 
lyzed what he said. 


To this writer it seems that 


Wallace's speech was not as care- 
fully put together as his letter to 
the president. 


In his letter to the president, 


Wallace set out to show reasons 
for Russia's distrust of this coun- 
try and our distrust of Russia.
